"DATA MINING 11 DETONATES CONTROVERSY OVER PRIVACY ISSUES 

New questions regarding privacy issues in the use of 
computers continue to surface. More recently, a controversy over 
"data mining," or the acquisition and use of information from 
commercial or public databases, has rocked the business 
community. 

"Just as controls over strip mining were rare before the 
environmental movement of recent years, safeguards over personal 
data mining are almost non-existent today," says Lance Hoffman, 
professor of computer science at The George Washington 
University. "Armed with only a personal computer, virtually any 
small business can mine data to determine what individuals it 
wants to target for various pitches." 

On January 23, 1991, the Lotus Development Coporation 
announced the cancellation of its controversial Lotus 
Marketplace: Households, a CD-ROM database that was originally 
scheduled for release in March. The product includes the names, 
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DATA MINING 
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addresses and marketing information on over 120 million U.S. 
consumers. 

Pre-release announcements of the product, developed by Lotus 
in conjunction with Equifax Marketing Decision Systems, had 
triggered a heated response from more than 30,000 customers and 
vendors who asked that their names be removed from the service. 

What is new, says Hoffman, is Lotus's attempt to sell the 
database itself, rather than selling a remote linkup or a data 
mining service. "Many consumers fear that purchasers of mini¬ 
data banks will ignore licensing provisions and resell part, or 
all, of their mined data to others — even if it has become 
obsolete and inaccurate over time." 

While Lotus thought it had targeted a market for its new 
product, ironically, Hoffman notes, the true marketplace 
apparently decided that the sacrifice of privacy was too high a 
price to pay. 

Hoffman is a leading computer security expert in the U.S. 
and has testified before a House committee. Last year he 
published a report on policy considerations in the design and 
management of national and international computer networks. The 
report covered policy issues such as privacy and export and 
access policies.

GW STUDENTS TEACH INDEPENDENTLY DESIGNED 

AND PROPOSED PATH-FINDING COURSE 

Whether discussing education, the Persian Gulf or a Monty 
Python film, self-expression and communication is the purpose of 
English 197, "Confrontation and the Development of the 
Individual Mind." 

The new path-finding course at The George Washington 
University is the brainchild of seniors Steve Grossman and Jody 
Lumbard. The two initiated, designed, and now instruct the 
course open to all students. Offered by the department of 
English, the course teaches through student debate and self- 
expression, rather than a lecture format. 

Grossman and Lumbard describe the classroom experience as 
"structured informalism." For example, students began one class 
by discussing two newspaper articles that gave a different 
perspective on the same issue, then continued on to discussions 
about the readings and corollary topics. 

In a proposal to Chris Sten, chair of the University's

department of English, Grossman and Lumbard expressed their 
desire to create a forum in which students could confront 
themselves and their classmates, to inspire interaction both 
inside and outside the classroom. "A student must develop the 
discipline not only to listen and comprehend, but to speak out 
and question," they wrote. 

"This course has born a kind of fruit that we on the 
faculty may hope for, but don't often see," says John Quitslund, 
faculty advisor for the course. "We are interested in this 
effort, but the students must assume a primary responsibility if 
a course of this nature is to succeed." 

Through discussion and debate, different themes, such as 
gender issues, political factioning, the effects of the mass 
media and art interpretation, will be explored during the course 
of the semester. Using Gestalt techniques, students will 
participate in various projects designed to promote a broad 
range of expression. In addition, they will be responsible for 
interpreting course material through an individual project that 
can range from a dramatic reading to a dance performance. 

Among the course material are excerpts from Allen Bloom's 
"The Closing of the American Mind," J. Krishnamurti's "Education 
and the Significance of Life" and Monty Python's film "Life of 
Brian." 

"A course like this can be psycho-therapeutic," say Grossman 
and Lumbard. "It seems that it has already generated a good 
feeling among individuals and the group as a whole."

URBAN WARMING: TOASTING THE NEW CENTURY 

If you can't stand the heat, stay out of the city, reports a 
study conducted at The George Washington University. 

Arthur Viterito, assistant professor of geography and 
regional science at GW, has recently completed a study 
calibrating urban warming based on population growth into the 
21st century. 

"The largest U.S. cities have warmed at a rate that greatly 
exceeds recent global warming trends" he says. 

The results, which exclude projections for greenhouse 
warming, conclude that many of America's urban "hot spots" will 
get significantly warmer by the next century. 

The west and southeast — areas with the highest population 
increases — will show the most noticeable temperature gains, 
the study says. Dallas, Miami, Phoenix and Los Angeles could 
each show high end increases of over 1.5 degrees. Altogether, 92 
of the 104 cities studied will experience a net warming over the 
next 44 years. 

In general, cities with a population of 200,000 or more are 
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expected to gain temperature increases averaging .34 degrees 
Farenheit, notes Viterito. 

If you want to beat the urban heat, move to Ohio — 
specifically Akron or Youngstown. Among the cities studied, 
these are the only two expected to cool slightly as their 
populations drop. 

Other snowbelt cities will also receive good news, as 
warming trends shrink winter fuel bills. The decreased need for 
heat will result in the burning of fewer fossil fuels, creating a 
ripple effect that could improve air quality. Ice and snow 
hazards should diminish as well. 

Sunbelt cities will receive more bad news than good. Any 
fuel cost reductions from milder winters will be eaten up by an 
increase in summer air conditioning needs. In addition, these 
cities, especially those in the southwest, can expect a resultant 
crisis in their water supplies. 

"Vulnerability to drought can be seen as an escalating 
threat to virtually all U.S. cities in the future," Viterito 
warns. His study concludes that the warmings will undoubtedly 
impact other areas of human existence including mortality and 
reproductive rates, heat stress and crime.

EXPLORING THE MYSTERIOUS FRAGILITY OF LEARNING 

If you are going to learn a second language, you will have 
an easier time doing it if you are a woman. Better still, it 
will be easier if you orient more toward hearing than seeing. 

And if you want to learn it without an accent, tackling it before 
puberty is best. 

These are some of the issues that Richard D. Walk, professor 
of psychology at The George Washington University, will address 
in his presentation "Critical Periods and Activity" at the 157th 
national meeting of The American Association for the Advancement 
of Science (AAAS) on February 16 in Washington, D.C. 

Walk will address such questions as when is it easiest for 
us to learn, what can block our ability to learn, and how can 
learning be stimulated? 

Psychologists have documented certain fragile, or 
sensitive, periods for learning exhibited by both humans and 
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CRITICAL PERIODS 
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animals during their development. Walk believes that these 
"critical periods" are not merely a part of the subject's 
biological growth, but can be lengthened or shortened by 
external factors. One of these factors, he says, is activity, 
which Walk defines as either locomotion through one's environment 
or increased attention to it. 

"The challenge of critical periods is to view them as 
changeable," Walk notes. "But it is important to understand the 
factors that can expand or restrict their flexibility." 

Walk will explain the significance of critical periods first 
by relating them personally to his educational experience as a 
student at Harvard University. Progressing to depth perception 
experiments performed on both kittens and human infants, he will 
finally explore the topic in terms of learning a second 
language. 

Three times chairman of the GW psychology department, Walk 
has published extensively on a wide range of psychology issues. 

He also has served as program director of experimental and 
developmental psychology for graduate level studies and has been 
a visiting professor at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the London School of Economics.

Terrorists have become very good at manipulating the media, 
charges a new book co-edited by terrorism expert Yonah Alexander. 
Almost daily, terrorism makes newspaper headlines and holds 
audiences "captive" to television and radio newscasts around the 
world. How can the press report the news while not playing into 
the hands of terrorists? 

Alexander, a George Washington University research 
professor, and his co-editor Robert Picard, invited more than ten 
noted journalism and terrorism experts to answer this question in 
"In the Camera's Eye: News Coverage of Terrorist Events."

GW RECEIVES FOUR-YEAR GRANT 

FOR AEROSPACE EXPLORATION 


The "final frontier" could become a friendlier place thanks 
to a four-year $150,000 annual grant from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) awarded to the newly 
established District of Columbia Space Grant Consortium. 

The consortium — comprised of The George Washington 
University, the University of the District of Columbia and Howard 
University — will use the grant to foster research and public 
outreach related to space exploration and to sponsor fellowship 
programs for both undergraduate and graduate students. The Space 
Grant program is an important element of NASA's commitment to 
improving science and engineering education. 

GW's portion of the grant — $50,000 for each of the four 
years — will be directed to graduate student support and the 
research activities of the University's Space Policy Institute. 
"We particularly hope to bring qualified minority students to the 
study of space policy," said John Logsdon, director of the 
Institute. 


—More— 
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Logsdon finds the Space Policy Institute's involvement in 
the District of Columbia Space Grant Consortium particularly 
gratifying. "This shows that NASA recognizes that future space 
success depends on people trained to understand policy and 
management issues as well as on top-quality scientists and 
engineers," he said. 

"The fellowship money that NASA is providing will help the 
Space Policy Institute attract really top quality people to 
enroll in our graduate program," Logsdon added. 

GW, Howard and UDC jointly drew up a proposal for a District 
of Columbia consortium and submitted it to NASA to qualify for 
the grant. "Working together, the three consortium members intend 
to capitalize on their very different strengths," Logsdon 
observed. 

To date, 46 states and the District of Columbia, 
encompassing over 300 institutions, are involved in NASA's Space 
Grant Program. The program, which began in 1989, was established 
to forge a national network of universities with interests and 
capabilities in aeronautics, space and related fields. NASA 
hopes to stimulate cooperative efforts between the universities, 
the aerospace industry and federal, state and local governments. 

Members of the 47 consortia are scheduled to participate in 
the second National Space Grant Conference planned for March Il¬ 
ls, 1991, at the University of Alabama (Huntsville).

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century," says Horton. "They also formed the backbone of 
abolitionism and the underground railroad, protecting fugitive 
slaves from slave catchers and free blacks from slave 
kidnappers." 

Yet although blacks may have been united on many central 
issues, the matters of class, gender and shade of color combined 
to complicate political differences and create strong divisions 
within the black society, says Horton. 

Furthermore, before the problems of poverty, limited 
employment opportunity and substandard housing became major 
American concerns, they plagued urban black America during the 
antebellum years, reports Horton. Discrimination restricted 
their ability to take full advantage of American prosperity in 
the 19th century, making cooperation rather than individualism 
most practical for their needs and encouraging free blacks to 
call on communal values rooted in African tradition. 

As founder and director of the Afro-American Communities 
Project at the National Museum of American History since 1981, 
Horton has explored these issues. The project, funded by the 
Ford Foundation, the National Endowment for the Humanities, the 
Smithsonian Institution and George Washington, explores the 
structure and function of the northern black community in the 
years before the Civil War.

FROM PROGRAM STUDY GRANT 

The Center for Health Policy Research at The George 
Washington University has received a $228,354 grant from the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation to study programs that help high- 
risk infants and their families. The study will concentrate on 
babies born addicted or exposed to drugs. 

"One of the biggest problems we have in addressing this 
problem," explained Center director Peter Budetti, "is the lack 
of good information about the variety of services and providers 
that are available, or the ways in which they might coordinate 
with each other. This study will provide us with the information 
we need to improve the care received by high-risk infants and 
their families." 

Budetti said the study's first goal is to develop an 
agreement on the package of medical care and social services for

The presiding chairs of the seven Task Forces and their 
tribal affiliations are: Education, co-chairs Donna Rhodes 
(Muscogee) and Lois Risling (Hoopa); Economic Development, chair 
David Lester (Creek): Health and Human Services, co-chairs Nora 
Garcia (Mojave) and Wilma Mankiller (Cherokee); Natural Resource 
Management and Environmental Protection, co-chairs Ron Trosper 
(Salish-Kootenai) and LaDonna Harris (Comanche); Law and the 
Administration of Justice, chair Susan Williams (Sisseton 
Lakota); Tribal Governance - Internal and External, chair W. Ron 
Allen (Jamestown Klallam); and Cultural Rights and Resources, 
chair Regis Pecos (Cochiti Pueblo). 

According to the Center Director Alan Parker (Chippewa- 
Cree), Planning Committee and Task Force meetings will be open 
to the public.

The office also encourages 
individual participation in the process through regional meeting 
attendance and by writing the National Indian Policy Center.

NEW PROGRAM PREPARES THE NEXT GENERATION 
TO MANAGE AMERICA'S POLITICAL SYSTEM 

WASHINGTON, DC — A new degree program, the Master of 
Professional Studies in Political Management, will be offered at 
The George Washington University by the Graduate School of 
Political Management (GSPM) starting this fall, GW President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg and GSPM President Neil Fabricant 
announced today. A five-year collaborative agreement between the 
two schools has been signed to create the new course of study. 

"This Master of Professional Studies in Political Management 
degree will provide the management preparation that the next 
generation of leaders will need to be effective and to sustain 
the overall health of America's political system," Trachtenberg 
says. 

"Though political managers exercise increasing power in our 
society," observes Fabricant, "they tend to act in response to

short-term and narrowly-defined interests. Too often, they show 
little sense of the larger context in which they operate or of 
the significant implications of their actions for the general 
health of the political system." 

For Fabricant and his colleagues, a prime reason for 
establishing The GSPM in the first place was the belief that the 
political process would benefit from the systematic introduction 
of professional norms and practices into a field which has not 
always been characterized by the highest standards of behavior. 

Robert Kenny, acting dean of GW's Graduate School of Arts 
and Sciences, and Jarol Manheim, director of the University's 
Political Communications Program, who, together with Christopher 
Arterton, dean of the GSPM, designed the collaborative agreement, 
say the new program represents an extension of GW's tradition of 
service to the public sector. 

Arterton sees the partnership with GW as a way to enrich 
GSPM's political management curriculum. "GW's widely recognized 
programs in political science, political communication, 
legislative affairs and other fields will broaden our students' 
base of knowledge," he says. He adds that GW's "strategic 
location in Washington" will permit GSPM students to have access 
to the invaluable resources of the nation's capital. 

The GSPM is an independent, nonpartisan institution created 
to introduce professional norms and practices into the political 
process. It is chartered by New York State Board of Regents and

offers the nation's first integrated curriculum teaching 
professional skills and ethical principles in political 
campaigning, lobbying, goverment relations and issues management. 

The GSPM has been operating in New York City for the past 
four years, gradually expanding its courses, student body and 
faculty. More than 100 students have attended GSPM, and, by this 
summer, approximately 80 of them will have received master's 
degrees. Upon graduation, GSPM alumni have found jobs in 
political consulting firms, campaign and party organizations, 
business and trade associations, public interest organizations, 
lobbying firms and labor organizations. 

The cooperative program builds on an ongoing interest in the 
field at GW, which, since the establishment of its Political 
Communication Program in 1982, has offered the nation's first 
interdisciplinary course of study leading to a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in political communication.

During Phase II, physician feedback will be provided to 
intervention and control groups based on information collected by 
health care providers during Phase I. Tests conducted during this 
phase will determine whether the practices of physicians can be 
modified toward those that yield "preferred'' outcomes based on 
prognoses, patient satisfaction, preferences and values. 

Such preferred outcomes may not necessarily support the 
extension of life. The study hopes to uncover levels at which a 
physician might concur with a patient's wish to die in the face 
of chronic suffering. 

Knaus notes that Phase I had "a 90 percent response rate 
from physicians and an 80 percent response rate from critically 
ill patients or their families at the five collaborating 
hospitals."

"AERIAL PIRACY AND AVIATION SECURITY" 

The skies have become the location of choice for terrorists, 
says terrorism expert Yonah Alexander in the forward of the new 
book "Aerial Piracy and Aviation Security." Airports, planes and 
passengers will not be safe until tightened security measures are 
put into place by civil aviation officials throughout the world. 

Alexander, a George Washington University research 
professor, and his co-editor Eugene Sochor, have gathered 
together experts in the field of aviation and terrorism to review 
current policies and offer new suggestions on how to combat 
aerial piracy and to strengthen security at airports in the 
United States and abroad. 

"Aerial Piracy and Aviation Security," published by 
Martinus Nijhoff Publishers, is part of the International 
Studies on Terrorism, a series of terrorism studies publications 
of which Alexander serves as general editor. 

Alexander further writes that the knowledge and technology 
to deter terrorism in the air is available, but technology alone 
will not stop the violence completely. All the parties 
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involved in aviation must work together in a concentrated effort 
to stop terrorism. 

"While total safety in the skies cannot be achieved, the 
technical means exist to bring it to virtual perfection, provided 
all parties involved - governments, airlines, airport 
authorities, flight crews, airport staff and the passengers 
themselves - are equally motivated," he says. 

The book is divided into two parts. The first section 
provides an overview of developments and new insights into the 
various aspects of counter-terrorism and civil aviation. The 
second section offers statements made by government officials, 
members of Congress, aviation experts and the families of victims 
of the most heinous terrorist incident in recent years, the 
bombing of Pan Am Flight 103. Their statements come from various 
commissions that studied ways to stop terrorism in the skies. 

Alexander, a faculty member of GW's Elliott School of 
International Affairs, is the author or editor of more than 40 
books on international affairs, terrorism and psychological 
warfare. His frequent briefings on terrorism at GW bring 
together top policy analysts, military and government 
representatives and scholars from around the world. 

Co-editor Eugene Sochor, is the former chief of the 
International Civil Aviation Organization's public information 
office. He has contributed articles to various scholarly 
journals and is the author of "The Politics of International 
Aviation," published in 1990 by Macmillan Press. 
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
